()—For the erection of fishing weirs or tho use of fishing ncts—(1) in the head 
cut ; (2) in the new cuts from the Roopan Chap Sots to the daha, Gundakj, 
Dhanai, and Gangri river beds; (3) in any other new cuts which may be 
made hereafter. : 

8. Government reserves at presont its right to levy tolls for irrigation, and to charge 
for filling tanks, watering cattle, or for wator for othr domestic purposes 

4, ‘Tho revenue administration of the Sarun irrigation scheme is v-sted in the Colloctor, 
who is ex-officio head of the Canal Revenue Department. Th: Executive Nuyinoer of the 
Gunduck Division as canal officer is charged with the maintonance and management of tho 
canals, bui all orders passed by him under the Act or thesc roles are appealable to the 
Collector. mdor whose goncral directions ho- will act. Al orders relating 10 the canal 
revenue will usually be issacd by the Collector (through the Executive Engineer or not, as 
the case muy b-), and all correspondence intended for the Collector in this department should 
be addressed to the Collector airect, or through the Executive Engineer, Mozufferpore, or 
the Assistant Engineer, Gopalgunge. 

_ 5, For administrative purposes, tho Saran district is divided into the sub-district# 
enumerated in tue following rule, and shown ina map deposited in the Collector’s offico, 
The boundaries of the aub-districts and their number may be hereafter modified. 

6. ‘The fullowing guarantors are, till further ‘orders, appointed canal managers, and 
will, within the under-mentioned sub-districts, act as the agents of Government in*managing 
the affairs of the canals.

1st. —To recoive applications and grant permits, printed in the prescribed form, ifr 
the uso of water under scctions 74, 75),and 77 of tho Lrrigntion Act. if 
2nd.—Subject to the instructions of the cunal officers to distribute, under the 
provisions of sevtion 76, the water-supply allotted to his sub-district, 
8rd.—To recover and credit to Government the water-rates. i 
4th.—To superintend ‘and maintain such establishmont ss may be found necessa 
, for the assessment and, collection of water-rates within his sub-district. 
8. Canal Managers have.no power under Parts 111,1V, and V of the Act; and all 
claims to remission undor section 76 of Part Vi should be referred to tho canal officer,-or 
his pssistant for disposal. Complaints rogarding unauthorized use of canal. water. under 
sections 79, 80, and 81 are also. to be roferred ta the canal officer or Collector for decimon, 
All proceedings cdnnected with the recovery of water-rates by distraint.or otbep compulsory: 
process will be undertaken by the Collector. 
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9, Any Manager desiring the construction of a temporary dam across the Roopan 
Chap Sota, or across tho bed of the Dahe, Gandaki, Dhansi, or Gangri rivers must prefer 
@ written application to the canal officer specifying tha object of the work and tu, length 
of time for which it is required, It will bo nt the discretion of the canal officer to reject 
the application or to grant it on such conditions us be may think fit, one of the conditions 
being tho pawar reserved to the canal officer of cutting tho bund? if it should ever appear to 
him, in the public interests, necessary to do 0. 5 

Provided, however, that no such dam shall bo constrneted without dao-provision being 
made, by means of a propor escape channel, for the supply to the guarantor or guarantors. 
on the same river below auch dam, of the sharo of water to which he or they may be entitled 
under the devision of the canal officer. 

10. Any person other than a Manager who’ may desiro to construct a temporary dam 
acrogs'the bed of any of the rivers montioued in tho last rulo must prefer his application to 
the Canal Manager in charge of the sub-district in which the sice of tho proposed dain lies. 
The latter will then forward the application with his remarks to the cans! officer for orders. 

11. Any person, whether he be a Canal Manager or not, who constructs a dam across 
any of the river beds reforred to in Rule 9, without having first obtained the written 
permission of the canal officer, or who after the construction of an authcriaed dam, dovs or 
abets the doing of any act to impede the free flow of water through the escape channol pro- 
vided for such daw, will be liable to prosecution under section 93, Act 11i(B.C.) of 1876, 
chapter XVI of the Indian Penel Code, or otherwise as may seem proper to th e-Collectox. 

12, With reference to Hule 7, parayraph 2 above, it will be competent to the Canal 
ubject to the control of the caxal officor, and onhis own 
y,* to allow the construction of such temporary dams 
in any of the village channels (subsidiary to tho main river beds 
montioned in Rule 9) within his sub-district, as he may consider necessary for tho proper 
distribution of the water-supply allotted thercto. 

@ 18. Ifone or more of the riparian proprietors desire to bave a permanent dam or 
regulator constructed in any chanuel or river bed, he or they shalt present an application 
to that effect to the Collector, who will consult the Canal Manager an] the canal officer as 
tothe desirability of constructing such dam or regulator, Should its constrnetion be deemed 
desirable, the Collector will cause plans and estimates to be prepared, and he shall also call 
upon the applicants to depcsit the cost (including cost of establishment), or to give a 
guarantee securing its payment when required, and providing that, if the cost of the work 
should, through unforesecn causes, excoed tiie original estimate, the balance will be made 
good by the applicant, Tho agreemont will also provide for the dam er regulator being 
Kept in proper repair, as well as for its being taken over by Government at a fair valuation, 
should this evor be considered expedient. ‘The construction of such dam or regulator will 
be carried out by the canal officer, who shell also have power to ‘stop all sapplies of water 
if it is not subsequently maintained in proper repair. 

14. Each application for a permanent dam or regulator will be considered on its 
own morits, and will only be granted on such conditions as the Collector in consultation 
with the Superintending Engineer shall consider fit. . 

1, A rogister will be kept of the owners of cach permanené dam or regulator, and 
any person may at any time apply to the canal officer 10 be made a joint owner. ‘The canal 
officer may cither reject such application, or if he think fit, ho may issue a notice upon the 
registered owner or owners, and aficr heaving any objection which the registered, ownor or 
ownetsmay prefer agaiust the admission of such applicant to bo a joint owner, in either case 
he shall report fully to the Collector, who may confirm the original rejection of tho appli- 
cation, or may direct that the applicant be rogistered as such joint owner, on payment to tho 
registered owner or owners of such sums as may be fixed by him. - . 

16. Persons desiring to, irrigate their fields with canal water by flow or lift, must 
apply in person or by agent to the Canal Manager, whereupon the latter shall issue a permit, 
in the prescribed form (Appendix 8). The right to irrigate without extra charge extends 
up to tho 31st of March following the date on which the permit wns issued ; provided, 
however, that under the operation of this rule ove and the sama crop be not assessed more 
than once. Tlierate charged shall not exceed Ke. 1 per acre (or 12 annas per bigha), 
irrespective of the crops grown, except in apecial cases to be determined by Government. 

"17. Any person other than 9 Catiel Manager desirous of taking water for the mavu- 
favturo of indigo must apply for a permit to the Canal Mannger, stating tho estimated 
outturn, and-undertaking that he will, on the Jet of October, declare tho quantity he hus 
manufactared, The charge will be at the rate of Rs. 2 per maund of indigo manufactured. 

18, Noperson may allow water to run to waste, and no person other than a Canal 
Manager may use water for irrigation or for any other purpose without having first obtained 
A permib as required by the proceding two rules, Any person infringing this rule will, 
with the consent in writing of the Colloctor (bat not otherwise), be churged double the 
ordinary rates for the water used without authority or wasted, and will in addition be.Mable, 
ony a by the Collector or canal officcr, to the penalty provided by section 93 of 
Act: {B.C.) of 1876, or by.any other law under which his offence may come. The 

msach cases will, as.e rule, be laid by the Canal Manager by the submission to the 
officer or Collector of an “ Unauthorized Irrigation Certificate.” (See Appendix (,)

‘The tio year will commence on the Ist April ; and as soon as possible after 
the irrigation of any land has been completed or the manufacture of indigo [by a person 
other thay the Cangi Manager] has been concluded, the Canal Manager shall present the 
persons who used the water wich bills for water-rates (in a form approved by Government) 
hyased upon the actual area irrigated or the outtura of indigo manufactured.

* 22, Tho sums thns recovered by the Collector will be placed in his (tne Collector’s) 
xecounts to the credit of the Canal Manager asa sct off against the amount due from 
hin: under his guarantee for the year during which such recoveries are made. ‘The Canal 
Manager will be entitled to a commission of 20 per cent. on all recoveries (over and above 
tin,antount of his guarantee), made either by himself or by the Collector on lists submitted 
‘on or before the dist March, Sums due on this account will not be showa by the Manager 
in ‘his uccounts, but will be paid to him by cheque afigr the arljsstment by the Collector 
vt the year’s accounts. No percoutage allowanee will be granted to he Manager in respect 
of recoveries made by the Collector ou lists submitted lator than the 31st March, although 
the amount of such recoveries will, as stated above, be credited to him as an asset against 
the amount of his guarantee. 

23, For water ased by a Manager for the irrigation of his own lands, he will be charged 
at the ordinary rate of Ke.) per acre (or 12 annas per bigha), and for guns due on this 
acecunt he will not be entitled to any commission allowance. 

24, It will be tho duty of Canal Managers— 


. 1st.—To see thut all permits for the use of water be issued in the prescribed form 
and a copy be kept in counterfoil ia books supplied for the purpose. 
2nd.~ That copies of bills presented for payment be kept in the counterfoils supplied, 
; for record. 
3rd.—That a cash-book of all receipts of water-rates be kept in forms supplied for the 
7 urpose. . 
4th. —uma for all cach received receipts be granted in the form supplicd by the canal 
officer, which will be kept in couuterfoil, . 
5A.—That all eash received be paid monthly into the sub-divisional or district treasury, 
and that tho treasury receipts be filed with the cash-book as vouchers, 
Gth,.—To submit such roturns as may be roquired from time to time by the Collector. 
Tth.—Yo atford every facility to the canal officer and Collector in their poriodical 
inspection of tho Canal Managers’ office and accounts.
